JOCKEY MAHER’S xVaV'OF^ LIVING. j 

Danny Maher owns a beautiful estate at New- 
market and spemLs most of his time there during 
the British racing season, motoring to the tracks that 
are not too far aw'ay to make that impracticable. 
He has suites of rooms reserved for him for his 
racing season in London, in Brighton (for the Good- 
wood racing), and in Ostend, and be rides in occa- 
sional stakes in Belgium. 

From top to bottom the Newmarket house, which 
has twenty-four large rooms, is furnished luxuri- 
ously and in perfect taste. Plenty of silken Ameri- 
fiags hang about the rooms In appropriate 
places, too, for this quiet little jockey man, though 
he has developed a <lecidedly English way of 
speaking, which he actually grieves over and fights 
ainst all tlie time, is a United States man right 
down to his mid riff and beyond. 

Here’s just how funny the English life of this 
richest jockey on earth is: 

Out of bed at six, and into three sweaters for 
ten-mile run, Tlieii an liour or so at exercising 
horses, trying out and getting liold of the kinks 
of some of ilieiii lie is presently to ride. Right 
here would Ik* the place for a breakfast consisting 
of five or six nicely broiled lamb chops, some soft- 
boiled eggs, toast and a couple of clips of coffee. 
Well, Danny has for his one meal liofore dinner 
the merest sip of sherry and one small hard “bis- 
iiit” — “crackers,” as we call them. Thvn he 
is ready for the afternotm’s riding, on that kind 
of a forlorn, sobbing stomach. At elglit, with his 
uests, he has dinner. He sits at the head of the 
table and watches bis guests load up on a couple 
►f dozen different kinds of fooils, with ai>propriate 
moist embellishments— and he himself has a little 
splinter of rare roast beef, w’lth a tiny dab of 
iKiiled sianach or some oilier vegetable on the side.

TOM WILLIAMS’ CHAMPION RACER. 

Racine a Speed Marvel and the Winner of 
$36,897. 



AULouj;b alt'otuly kitowii to Ih* a cult, Haciiie 

first won real fame as u race horse when in a 
purse race at Washiu{;tuu Turk June 2.S, ISJtO, he 
defeated Marion t’., (Jymnast, Almunt, Churchill 
Clark, X., Cecil 1>. and Jed at a mile in 
olitMduj; a quarter of a second from Ten Broeck's 
mile record, which had stood unbroken since 1S78. 
It was naturally deemed a performance of extreme 
lmportan<‘e, and the disciisshui that followed showed 
such general interest tliat it led the Munintmth 
Park Association to give the race against time, 
in which Salvator ran a mile over a straight course 
in 1;35L this race occurring August 28 of the same 
year. 

Racine first started as a two-year-old in the 
Ibimt Stakes at San Jose, California, March ;>». 
188», and ran third to I'liuy and Guido at a half 
mile in 49i. April 2 he won the Motor Stakes at 
the same track, defeating Guido and Pliny at five 
furlongs in l:o2*. April 0 he won the Lick House 
Stakes from Pliny and Miuope at three-quarters in 
1:1CL At the Bay District, San Francisco, spring 
im*etiug he won the California Stakes at a half 
mile in 48^, the Select Stake's, at five furlongs in 
J :02, and the So So Stakes, at three-quarters in 
]:14L At the Sacramento, fall meeting he won the 
Introductory Stakes, at three-quarters iu 
with 123 i»ouuds up, and the California Autumn 
Stakes, at the same distance in I:!.**. In both his 
stable mate. Flaml>eau, ran secmid and it was 
claiunHl that the later was restrained lK)th times 
to allow Ra<‘ine to win. While admitting Racine's 
excellence, ('aliforuiaiis have always insisted Flam 
lM>au was his superior and there is no doubt that 
he was a great tw<»-y«*ar-«dd. Later i*n that fall 
Racine won two stake races at Stockton, one at 
San Jose and the Autumn Stakes at San Francisco, 
tin* latter a mile in 1:44, with ll.» poumis ui». 
His only defeat that year was iu the first race 
in which he started. 

Ills first start as a three-year-ohl was iu a mile 
ilash at San Jose, .\pril 5, which he won easily in 
1:424, w'ith 118 |>ounds <»n his back. In the Tidal 
Stakes and Pacific Derby at San Francisco he r.ui 
se»-oinl to Flambeau. He then won a race at Sac- 
ramento and was brought east umler lease to 
Th<»mas H, Williams. in»w president of the Cali 
foruiu Jockey Chib. -\t Washington Park he won 
three races, all for purses, and was ractal no more 
until at the Morris Park meeting in October. Here 
he won at a mile from Eon. Kingst<K*k. Volunteer 
II. and another over a heavy traek in 1:44 and 
took the Proteet«*ry Stakes fnnn Druidess au<l 
Chaos. His last start was for a purse, in which 
he ran unplaced to G. W. C<K»k at three-quarters. 

.Vfter winning two stake raees at San Francisco. 
Kacinc was again brought east tlie next year by Mr. 
Williams. His first start was at the first meet 
ing <*ver behl at Hawthorne and lie was beaten by 
It. W. C«M»k for tiie Spirit of the Times Stakes 
at seven furlongs, but beat Printor Knott, Geral 
dine, Helter .*<kelter and others. Tlien, in a row 
lie won foiir purse races at Ha wtlioriio. .Vt the 
Washington Park meeting he won tlie Oakwood 
liamlieap and thiee purses and ran unplaeed in 
the Wlieeler llaiidieap and Boulevard Stakes. Verge 
d'ttr lH*al liini in a purse raee at even weiglits, Init 
in llie tbikw«H»d Handicap lie carried 124 p<mnds to 
IMS on Verge d'Or and rmniing tlie mile and an 
eiglitli in 1 defeateil tlie latter easily by a 

length. From Wasliiiigton P.irk lie was taken east 
and w«Mi g4M»d races at Saratoga and Slieepsliead 
Bay. Imt with tin* exception of the Racing Stakes 
at the hitter traek. all were for inirses. 

Racine was not raced in 1S!»2, but <*jtme out 
again in is;*.*; ami won seven ra<vs out of twelve 
starts. 1 1 is first start w as for the Boulevard 
Stakes at Wasliiiigton Park, wliieb lie won from 
Btley, Galindv. Maiil .Marian ami tlirt'e more giNxl 
«»ties. Tlieii.^after iieiiig lieat<‘ii in two purses and 
winning one. lie was taken to Saratoga where lie 
won the ’I'roy Stakes and Sea Foam Stakes and 
was Iwaten in a purse race by Galindo ami High 
land. He was then taken back to California ami. 
after a siie«-«‘ss|ul fall eumpaign at San Framdseo. 
was retired and sent to the stud tlie following year 
with the following liigli-elass record:

races at Ascot. With us, Abercorii. Carbine. Wake- 
ful and other go^al ones were often seen running 
on each day of a four days’ meetlug. Carbine 

would rnu on each day and sometimes twiee iu one 
tlay. The old-time ehumpions did nol rnu oftcuer 
than this, and in the matter of bone and sub- 
stance tliey were not a hit superior to horses like 
Dividend and Tartan, which ctime later tlian Wake- 
ful. Divideinl is by a son- of St. Simon, but he 
has the giMMl old Australian bliMKl on the dam's 
.side, and iu Wakeful's pedigrw th(> pre<lomiuatiiig 
strains are Musket. Fisherman and Panic. 

We certainly do not want every tiling sa<rifieed 
to pace, and for this reason we hope our stud 
niastei*s will make the most of the blofnl whieh 
has made .Vustralia a repiitalion for produeiiig 
sound, hardy horses that can stay as well as 
sprint, Wltli the exception of France we can gi'e 
the stayer more eueourag«*ment than he g«*ts in 
any other country, and long may it eoiitiniic s<». 
That inbreeding to the fashionable sires, wbo.se 
yearlings fetch high prie»*s. is iloing barm in Eng- 
land is coining to be reeognizeil.

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AUSTRALIAN BREEDING PROBLEMS. 

A writer in the “Australasian’' de|»|ores the fact 
that Idinkers have been iutro<lueed into Austr.ili.in 
raeiiig. and inak(>s some intmesting remarks on tin 
comparison of horses bred in the Common w’«*altli 
with those raiseil in England. He says: 

'I'lie siglit of a liorse lio<Nled and blinkered, a 
’J'aiigaroa was, at tlie V, A. T. C, meeting, is 
quite common in England; but. fortiiualely. .\us 
traliaiis do md often set* horses got up in this way. 
and the lioia* may he e.\pn*ssed that tin* erazt* f«*r 
St. Siimm stallions will not lead to sutli sights be- 
coming common. Wc are afraid, however, tli.it the 
next few years will see the tialopin temper and 
irritability developing in our horses. So far. not 
miieli harm lias been done. Tlie sobering strains of 
Sir Hereiiles, Fisherman. Panic ami .Musket have 
eouuteractetl the «>xcit ability of the .seeoiid-ela; 
sons t>f Galopiii and his stm St. Simon which have 
lM*eii iniiairted to .Australia. 

It Is true that tlie Victorian brei*ders have in 
Rouge Croix. Clialleiiger ami Caiman avoid(*<l sons 
«*f the stallions wliii-h have made tlie “aeeurs«*d 
Blaekloek IdiKMl'’ so fashioiiahh*: hut our rating men 
buy extensively in New South Wales, and there 
is no d(*nyiiig the pace of these Galoiiin and St. 
Simon hors<*s. Pace, of course, is the main thing 
ill a laeehorse, and the En.glish raeeliorse is faster 
than the .Australian, while we have the advantage 
ill slaying power, general soundness and temper. 
At present there is no question Hlamt our breed 
being as gootl as ever it was. The fear is that as we 
get further away from the hardy ohl strains and 
breed horsi*s elo.ser and closer to the tlalopiu tribe, 
our liorses will lo.se tlieir reputation for hardiness, 
and b**eonie more like the English horse of tcHlay. 
Pare will l*e increased at the expense of souiidue 
and stamina. At present there is not the slightest 
jnstifieutiou for the assertion of old-time liorse 
men that the Australian thoroughbred bus deterior- 
ated. 

Horses like Carbine ami Wakeful could carry 
1 1M pounds and run two or tiirce miles in something 
like twenty seconds ladter time than It l«K*k Tarra 
gon and Panic iu the sixties. Time is not every 
thing, and the courses are better now than they 
were ill the time of Panic and Tarragon, hut 
apart from this. y<»ii can take them for mak«* and 
sliap«*. or h:irdim*ss. and lhei>* is, S4» far, no falliiqr 
off in our race horses. In Englund one race over a 
di.slaiiee at n ineelhig setuiis to he eimiigh for any 
hors«*. The majority would be quite upset by two
